The de- 
fendants in the case were the wit- 
nesses except for William B. Stone. 


Most of the fun came when Dewey 


was on the stand himself and after 
talking to himself awhile and sparring 
with his honor, had to submit to 
cross-examination. 


"What was your platform?" he was 


asked. 


"I didn't have any," promptly re- 


plied the dual speaker. 


"Dewey for mayor," interjected his 


honor, with eyes twinkling, and the 
remark brought a roar from the multi- 
tude of spectators. 


But a really serious breach arose 


later when he tried to sjjow the jury 
the round robin of the'Trothingham 
signers. 


"You mustn't 
show that to the 


jury," 
exclaimed 
Judge Sherman. 


"It's been shown already, time and 
time again." 


Judge Dewey simply peered over his 


glasses at Sherman, turned again to 
the jury and began anew to explain 
some names upon the paper. 


"I don't want you to show that pa- 


per, to the jury," said Sherman hotly. 
"I've told you so before." 


"I take exceptions to that, 
your 


honor," replied Dewey. 


"There has been too much time 


• wasted. This trial is going rignt 


along. 
Now, you heed my sugges- 


tions, and first of all, don't show that 
paper to the jury any more." 


"When your honor is through," re- 


torted Dewey, "I want to take excep- 
tions to all that you have said." 


Judge Sherman then sternly rebuked 


Dewey, saying: "Now, if you don't 
stop talking back to the court-I'll stop 
this trial. 
I've been very indulgent, 


Out you stop your back talk or I'll 
3top the trial. Now, understand that. " 


Judge Dewey said: "All right," and 


the incident closed. 


Attorney McClennan's opening re- 


marks for the defense were very brief. 
He said the plaintiff simply lacked 
poise and the defendants wore not 
guilty of libel.

lege to succeed Dr. William J. Tuck- 
er, who resigned May 1_, 1907, on ac- 
count of ill health, at a meeting of 
the trustees of the college held in this 
city last night. 


• Professor Nichols, although not a 
graduate of Dartmouth college, is an 
honorary alumnus of the institution, 
having been given the degree of doc- 
tor of science in 1903. 
His brilliant 


work as a member 
of 
the 
faculty 


brought international distinction to the 
college and himself, and throughout 
the five years he evinced a thorough 
knowledge and deep regard of the col- 
lege, equalled only by the affection 
of the faculty and students for the 
man and teacher. 


The selection of Nichols to become 


the tenth president of Dartmouth col- 
lege is the result of over two years' 
assiduous effort on the part of the 
the trustees to secure a man to suc- 
ceed Tucker. 
The remarkable growth 


of the college, from 315 .to over 1-00 
students during President Tucker's 
fourteen years' presidency, with an 
increase of nearly $2,000,000 in col- 
lege property aud a corresponding en- 
largement of the faculty, made the 
problem of selecting a new head par- 
ticularly difficult. 


Dr. Nichols was born in Leaven- 


worth, Kan. He received his early 
education in the west, and was grad- 
uated at the age of 19 from the Kansas 
Agricultural college, with the degree 
of B. S. 
He received from Cornell 


the degree of master of science in 
1S93 and of doctor of science in 1SD7. 


In 1S92 he was appointed to the 


chair of physics and astronomy in Col- 
gate university. 
He was at Colgate 


for six years, but two and a half years 
of the time were spent on leave ol 
absence, studying in the University 
otYBerlin. 
While a student in the 


Berlin laboratory he made several dis- 
coveries. 
In collaboration with Pro- 


fessor Rubens, in the University of 
Berlin, he published a research en- 
titled: "Certain Properties 
of Heal 


"Waves of Great "Wave-Length." 


In 1S9S Nichols was called to the 


professorship of physics in Dartmouth 
college. 
During the first two years 


at Dartmouth he made the first meas- 
urements of the heal, received from 
several of the 
brighter 
stars 
and 


planets, by using a radiometer of his 
own invention. 
Working with As- 


sistant Professor Hull, In 1901, he 
discovered the pressure of a beam ot 
light. 
This discovery and the diffi- 


cult and accurate measurement of the 
new force won immediate and world- 
wide recognition for both men. 


After 
five 
years 
at 
Dartmouth 


Nichols was called to the chair of ex- 
perimental physics in Columbia uni- 
versity; but before he assumed his 
new duties. Dartmouth gave bin: the 
honorary degree of doctor of science. 


His investigations and discoveries 


have brought him many distinctions. 
His rare gifts,- both as teacher and 
investigator, place- him in the fore- 
most rani; of teachers and productive 
scholars in his chosen licld in Europe 
as well as in America. 


Dr. Nichols in 1S04 married Kath- 


crine W. West of Hamilton. N. Y. 
They have one child, a daughter.

The Boston and Maine Problem? 
The Massachusetts legislature 
is 


still struggling with the question of 
who shall hold the stock of the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad. The bill to 
incorporate a company for this pur- 
pose forbids the sale of whatever 
stock is acquired by the company 
without express authority from the 
legislature, and places the same pro- 
hibition on any bonds or notes of 
the Boston and Maine acquired by 
said company. One is almost tempted 
to wonder if the Boston and Maine 
wll be allowed to pay its notes when 


due. 
A majority of the directors must 


be citizens of Massachusetts. 


Then follows the curious provision 


that any existing railroad corpora- 
tion of Massachusetts may guarantee 
the principal and dividends of the 
new company as well as its notes and 
bods and may acquire the stock ad 
notes of the holding company, and 
Massachusetts 
may at 
any 
time 


STOOP in the whole lot on payment 
of the value thereof. 


It would seem as if by this bill 


the ^Boston and Maine might itself 
become the owner of its own stock, 
though that of course is not the in- 
tention of the framers of the meas- 
ure. Exactly what is desired to do 
| is not clear, even after the discussion 


of the bill in the legislature. So far 
as can be inferred it is to allow the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad to become the owner of the 
stock of the Boston and' Maine rail- 
road by indirection and thus con- 
trol the management and policy o£ 
that system.

courses of study, which are in the main excellently planned-and pre- 
sented, but ID the attitude of the student, which in turn in the 
majority of instances may be traced to that of his parents. There has 
been a growing disposition to look upon a university as a finishing off 
school for young men, a sort of varnishing room, \vheve the young 
man may be coated, more or less thinly, with a veneer and polish 
and hung up to dry and be admired and looked up to by his fellows 
as one who merely has "been ^through college." 


I have had prominent business men say to me: "I don't care how 


high my son stanflP^n als class;.all I frant is that he go through col- 
lege as an experience." This is a grave fallacy and one that-strikes 
at the very root of the university and heart of the nation. 


It is all very well for a young man to enter spiritedly into the 


university's athletic life, to be a Dne, clean, popular man-at college, 
and to belong to the best of fraternities. But when he comes out at 
twenty-two the world looks at him and says: "Very well! Now what 
can you do?" Unless he has entered seriously into the business of 
getting the most out of the educational facilities offered by the uni- 
versity he is of little if any greater value to" the community and na- 
tion than before he entered upon.his.course. 


The student is not educated in the classroom. There he is Irjt

MAKING NEEDLES. 


Frcm the Coil of Fins Steel Wire ID 


ths Firsishsd Product. 


Iii the making of needles a coll of 


due steel wire is first ruu into au elab- 
orate machine and cut into pieces the 
length of two needles. These lengths 
are gathered into little bundles, ami 
each end of the wire Is sharpened at 
the rate of hundreds a minute by be- 
ing pressed against a grindstone, the 
sparks, flying in a continuous stream, 
making a miniature firework display. 
Two eyes are next stamped in the cen- 
ter of the wire, which is then broken 
in 
half, forming two needles, and 


roughly "Erst finished" by having tbo 
burs rubbed down. 


At this stage the needles are still 


soft wire and need hardening, so they 
are soaked in .1 bath of hot oil and 
wheu cool again are rjnite bard and 
brittle. 
Then follows 
I be polishing 


process, when, done up in bundles of 
thousands, the needles are continually 
rolled in sand for a period of seven 
days, coming forth from tbc process 
rath a fine polish. 


Lastly they are threaded on wires 


and a litlle friction makes tbe eyes 
bright and clear before they are taken 
to tbc packing room.—Pearson's Week- 
ly.

Th« Gems Vary Greatly In Size, Shapa 


and Quality. 


Wlien tbe pearls are taken from tbe 


dead fish they ure first sorted accord- 
Ing to size. This is doiie by passing 
them through a set of ten small brass 
sieves, called baskets, with meshes of 
varying sizes. Pearls of the first class: 
that arc perfect both in sphericity und 
In luster are called ani. Those of the 
second class, that to the average ob- 
server seem equally -without flaw, arc 
anitari, and most of the pearls we SQC 
in the west and on general sale come 
under this head. Of the third class, 
called masauku, are those that are 
somewhat irregular in shape aud a 
trifle off In color, but that are valuable 
for use in clusters and are largely 
used by eastern artificers In mountings 
of various sorts. Kural is tbe double 
or twinned pearl, which, wben of good 
luster and sufficiently freakish shape, 
is sometimes enormously valuable. In 
this class tbe most wonderful speci- 
men ou record is the great Southern 
Cross pearl, which Is. in reality nine 
pearls naturally grown together and 
forming a perfect cross an inch aud a 
half long. It was found off the coast 
of Western Australia in 18T4. 
Many 


seed pearls aud rejections, called va- 
divu, are generally ground Into chu- 
uam and used as an Ingredient in a 
favorite sweetmeat. From China also 
comes a heavy demand for seed pearls, 
and In India bushels of them literally 
are used in the decoration of idols and 
sacred images and of weapons as well.
